2, ‘the formation of a German oolice in the soviet Jone of Germany, incliuting 
Berlin, was ordered try the Soviet Oecuvation Authorities a few months 
after the war, In compliance with this order, the Soviet Jone Railroad 
Directorate Gencral in Ferlin besan to orzanizc simultancously with 
@ Railroad Police and a Railroad Criminal volice which were to verform 
rezuiar nolice dutice at railroad installations of the Soviet Jone of 
Germany and of Barlin., A Rahnpolizeihauptamt (Railroad Police Mead 
Office) was established in Borlin as superior headjvarters to all APAs. 
Generally, the oresent stutue of thelailroad 2oliee orvanization is the 

sume as that of 195. The %ilroad Police Mead Office, the counterpart 
of the iinilroad Dircectorate Gencral, was organized in Lerlia and an Eva 
was atlached to each rojrional railroad directorate. The chief of an EPA 
was Simultaneously head of jection Ne 19 of the rozionsal railroad dix 
rectorate concerned and subordinate to its oresidont. The tuilding up of 
the Yailroad Police organization mde little progress at first for lack 
. qualified personnel, sarticularly since railroad technical experiance 
roquired in addition to the usual police trainin:, 


3. Up to late 1948 the tailroad ‘“olice was subordinate te the Railroad 
Directorate General, and prior to 195 tho equivalent »olice had always 
beon under the control of the Reich Ministry of Transvort and never under 
the Uinistry of tho Interior. In late 1947 the Gernan “drtnistration of 
the Interior (GAI) was orcanized in Berlin=“ilhelmsruhe «ith, aneng others ° 
the function of directing the German solice in the voviat Jone of Gornany. 25X11 
About that time the first nerotiations vrare held betweon the central heac=~ : 
quarters of the Railroad -olice and the GAI with the view to transferring 
the control of this dolice to the JAI. Novover, these necotiations failed 
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due to the peculiarity of the internal nolitical situation existing at 
that time. the Railroad Police Ilead Office, it is true, was dissolved 
and a Railroad ~olice Department was established in the GAI in early 
1948. Thus the central azency of tho dailroad volice was attached to 
the SAI, but the various GPAs still romained with the various re;sional 
railroad directorates. 


A closer intezration into the GAI occurred in the soring of 1948, 

From then the Wailroad Volice was ¢iven its orders lyothe “AT. The svecial 
Railroud Police school in Luctzoyr had to be dissolved, and the Railroad 
Police personnel were forced to attend the JAI »olice schools. Lenbershin 
in the PDGr (Free German Labor Union) and varticipstion in mass demon 
strations were obligatory. Political indoctrination was intensified, and 
all recalcitrant elements were imaediately discharged. In aecordance with 
the GAI pattorn, a K 5 Department was also established in the Railroad 
Police, thus partially transferring the police activities from a criminal 
to a political sphere. 


On 1 January 199 the Railroad Police was completely detached from the 
railroad administration and incorporated into the GiI, which had already 
esta lished its Department & to“irect this volice, At that time the Hrmer 
chief of the Railroad volice, toll, was discharged and renlaced by Guenther, 
@ militant Communist and chief of the Kerlin 3A. The system of polibical 
commissars was introduced at the sane tine, and an 52D functionary, function= 
ing as a Jolitefultur (PK) officer, was attached to the chief of each office 
or headquarters. 


A three-year<ternm of service was introduced for the Railroad Police in late

100, All those who refused to sign up were Gischarged. 111 /ersone with grades frou 


volizeimeister unvard wore obliccd to be members of the SED. The GAT ime 
proved the arnament and equioment by delivering submachine mms anc¢ also 
machine guis, while up to late 198 only oistols and some carbines had been 
in use. The GAI also tried to improve the Nuilroad Volice's notorization, 
which is very primitive even today. The number of the cor-guards was also 
increased. The surveillance by the [VD and its cooveration with the K 5 
Devartuent was intensified.

The technical operations of the entire Rerlinrailroad system are 

under the supervision of the oNA. From this it does not follow that 

a Rudroad -oliceman solely employed for cusranteeing safe railroad 
operations and for investigation of accidents showld be able to arrest 
individuals and subsequently take them to the wast Gector of Berlin or 
to make house searches, but such in fact has haypened. Section K in 
Department & of the GAI holds the view that, with the recomized assign= 
mont of the Yestern Berlin railroad district to the Directorate General 
of the “oviet Zone Railways, the Railroad Police alone is res onsible 
for all volice matters. Punishable actions cormitted in the «estern 
Berlin railroad area must consequently bo dealt with by Sastern Berlin 
courts. 


In late November 19,9, an increased control of all Berlin~bound passenger 
trains was deersed by the administration of the German Volksvolizei ywhich 
was previously assizned to the JAI. This action which is being carried 
out by the regular police in cooperation with the Railroad volice and the 
Railroad Criminal Police pursues the following aims: unobtrusive ob 
servation of all travellers in the express trains especially as to their 
conversation, political utterances etc.; examination of luggage for 
Yestern, anti-Communist propaganda materials identification and arrest 

of deserters from the VP or the uranium mines and of leaders of the Soviet 
zone economy or of LDP and CDU parties suspected of fleeing to the “est; 
examination of luggage of Soviet done passengers for food bought in 
Western Berlings searching for Jestern Berlin newspapers; identification — 
of wanted persons; checking of identity cards, 


AS of May 1950 about 300 police, about 20 percent of whom were Railroad 
Police, were emoloyed for these duties. In addition, there were stationed 
at each railroad station two to four criminal police officers belonging to 
the Political Police of the “inistry of Interior.
